The island is the last leg of 
a six-island tour of the Dutch 
Caribbean territories by 
HRM King Willem-Alexan¬ 
der and his wife, Queen Max¬ 
ima; tins is also the first time 
since 1390 that both a king 
and queen have sat on the 
throne. 

Like England, the royal 
family is a tradition the popu¬ 
lace of the nation cherishes 
and reveres, A formal Dutch 
Monarchy has only existed 
since March of 1315, but it 
was "governed' by a heredity 
head of state from the House 
o f Qrang e-N ass au since 1559 

It was m that year King 
Philip II of Spain appointed 
William of Orange as 
"stadtliolder" of the : 1dw 
c ouiitri e s 11 o f the N etherl ands 
Literally translated as "place 
holder," it was a term for a 
"steward" or lieutenant In 
the Low Countries., It is 
comparable with the French 
title Lieutenant and England's 
16 tli century Lord Lieu¬ 
tenant the position was 
tasked with maintaining 
peace and provincial order in 
the early Dutch Republic. 

William 1, Prince of Or¬ 
ange was known as William 
the Silent or simply William 
of Orange After his appoint¬ 
ment he went an ta become 
the leader of the Dutch revolt 
against Spam, sparking the 
Eighty Years' War and formal 
independence of the United 
Provinces in 1548

Venezuela gives 
IHIaduro power to rule 
by decree for year 



CARACAS (AFP) - Vene¬ 
zuela's National Assembly on 
Tuesday gave President 
Nicolas Maduro wide-rang¬ 
ing special powers to rule by 
decree for one year 

The socialist president of 
the OPEC member state says 
he needs the greater personal 
power as his government 
struggles with soaring infla¬ 
tion and shortages of basic 
goads 

Maduro requested the spe- 
ci ai p o wers 1 ast month, a tin g 
the need to fight corruption 
and take on opponents who 
are waging "economic war¬ 
fare against his government. 

Maduro, 50, has said he 
will use die expanded powers 
to impose caps on private 
sector pro fits and crack down 
on speculators. 

The vote is the latest move 
by the elected Venezuelan 
leader, a protege of late pres¬ 


ident Hugo Chavez, to 
strengthen Ins hand, as he 
faces an important political 
test in municipal elections 
next month. 

Over the weekend, 
Maduro used his existing 
authority to make retail ap¬ 
pliance stares slash prices, 
sending troops Id keep order 
among the unruly crowds 
that quickly formed. 

Tne deep discounts of as 
much as 60 percent -- which 
Maduro has said would be 
extended to toys, cars and 
clothing — come as workers 
cash their year end pay 
bonuses, allowing them to 
make purchases that otherwise 
might have been out of reach. 

Venezuela has been bat¬ 
tered by a 54 percent rate of 
inflation, a shortage of hard 
curren cy, an d wi de sp r ead 
shortages 

Critics however blame 
Venezuela's economic woes 
on the government-imposed 
fixed exchange rate and price 
controls, saying they have led 
to alack of basic goods such 
as toilet paper, nee and meat. 

Opposition leader Hen- 
rique Capriles, who refused 
to concede defeat to Maduro 
m April's presidential elec¬ 
tion, has called the parlia¬ 
mentary move a "fraud 
against Venezuelans." 

Capriles called Maduro "a 
failed Cub an-style puppet, 
who aims ta impose upon us 
an economic model that does 
not work.' 4

Origins of the Dutch Monarchy 
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He was bom in the House of 
Nassau as Count of Nassau - 
Dillenburg He became Pnn- 
ce a f Orange m 1544 and She 
founder of the branch House 
of Orange-Nassau and the an¬ 
cestor of the monarchy of the 
Netherlands. 

A wealthy nobleman, 
William originally served the 
Habsburgs as a member of 
the court of Margaret of 
Parma, governor of the Span¬ 
ish Netherlands He was un¬ 
happy with the centralization 
of political power away from 
the local estates and the 
Spanish persecution of Dutch 
Protestants. He joined the 


Dutch uprising agiiinsl his 
former masters The most in¬ 
fluential and politically capa¬ 
ble of the rebels, William I 
led the Dutch to several suc¬ 
cesses in the fight against the 
Spanish He was finally de¬ 
clared an outlaw by the Span¬ 
ish king in 15 SO, and 
assassinated in Delft four 
years later. 

His descendents inherited 
the position of Stadthoider of 
the Dutch Republic, 
Stadthoider William III, mar¬ 
ried to Mary Stuart, daughter 
of Jacob If King of England, 
was crowned king a f England 
in IdS 9 and resided alter-

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irately in England and the 
Netherlands His death in 
1702, without hens, meant 
the end of his family holding 
the office of stadthoider for a 
time. 

Willem Karel Hendrik 
Friso, later Id be known as 
William IV, was born in 
L eeuwarden, N eth erl ands, 
the son of Jolm William 
Friso, Prince of Orange, head 
of the Frisian branch of the 
House of Orange-Nassau. He 
was restored to the position in 
1747, but died only four 
years later He was the grand¬ 
father of Holland's first king 


Eventually, WiIlium V, as¬ 
sumed the position and that 
of Cap tain-General of the 
Dutch States Army in 1766. 
He led the Government of the 
Dutch Republic in London 
from 1795 to 13 Do. It was the 
son of William V, Prince 
Willem Frederik, who finally 
was crowned, and titled 
William I, King of the 
Netherlands. Tins came about 
following the wars with 
Napoleon and the French 
conqueror's defeat. Willem 
Frederik had fought on the 
si d e o f Au stn a and th e " La w 
Countries J The Netherlands 


had been annexed to the 
French Empire by Napoleon 
in 1310. but after Napoleon's 
defeat at Leipzig in IS 13, the 
French tin ops withdrew. 

While his father was Stad- 
holder, and retained the title 
of Prince, Willem Frederik 
was known as the "Hereditary 
Prince." When William V 
died m 13 D6, William I inher¬ 
ited the title and Ins father's 
claims on the inheritance of 
the Nassau lands 

In 1313, cities all over Eu¬ 
rope were evacuated by the 
French occupation troops.

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In the power vacuum created, 
a number of fanner Orangist 
politicians and Patriots 
formed a provisional govem¬ 
inent in November of 1313 
Although several of the 
members of the provisional 
government, had helped drive 
out William V eighteen years 
earlier,, it was taken for 
granted that his son would 
have to head any new regime 
They also agreed it would be 
b etter in the long term for the 
Dutch to restore him them¬ 
selves, rather than have the 
Great Powers impose him on 
the country Hie Dutch popu¬ 
lation was pleased with the 
depaiture of the French who 
had ruined the Dutch econ¬ 
omy, and this time welcorned 
the prince. 

The constitution offered 
William extensive, nearly ab- 
s o 1 ute p a wers M inl sters 
were only responsible ta him, 
while a unicameral parlia¬ 
ment exercised only limited 
p ower He was in au gurate d as 
sovereign prince in Amster¬ 
dam In August 1314, he was 
appointed Governor-General 
of the former Austrian 
Netherlands by the Allied 
Powers who occupied that 
country. He was also made 
Grand Duke of Luxembourg, 
having received that territory 
in return for trading his 
hereditary German lands to 
Prussia and the Duke of Nas¬ 
sau. William 1 fulfilled his 
family's dream originating 
30D years prior with his 
namesake, of uniting the Low 
Countries Feelingthreatened 
by Napoleon, who had es¬ 
caped from Elba, William 
proclaimed the Netherlands a 
kingdom on March Id, 1315, 
at the urging of the powers 


gathered at the Congress of 
Vienna. Holland is now 
preparing for their bicenten¬ 
nial celebration as the inde¬ 
pendent Kingdom of the 
N eth eri ands in 3 015. 

Willem Fredenk became 
William IV and was pro¬ 
claimed himself King of the 
Netherlands and Duke of 
Luxembourg.. In June of 
1336 he also became the 
Grand Duke of Luxembourg 
From 1339 he was also the 
Duke of Limburg. After his 
abdication in 1340, in favor 
of Ins son, William II, he 
sty 1 e d him self" King Willi am 
Frederick, Count Df Nassau." 

William III was the last 
King of the Netherlands for 
three generations Wil¬ 
helmma, the only child of 
William III and his second 
wife, ascended the throne in 
I39Q Though he had three 
sons by Ins first wife, he out¬ 
lived two of them, and only 
the childless Alexander re¬ 
mained when Wilhelmma 
was bom. She was third in 
line for the throne, preceded 
by Alexander and her great 
uncle. Both died and she be¬ 
came Heir Presumptive when 
she was four-years-old. He 
mother, Emma, was named 
Regent until Wilhelmma took 
her place as Queen dh Sep¬ 
tembers, 1393 Wilhelmima's 
daughter Juliana and grand¬ 
daughter Beatrix were the 
reigning monarchs until 
Beatrix's abdication to her 
oldest son, HF.M King 
Willem-Alexander As with 
England, the spouses Df the 
queens of the realm take the 
title of "Prince Consort 1 

HFJM Willem-Alexander 
was inaugurated on April 30 
of this year. Holland does not 


■'crown' 1 their king, Imt a sim¬ 
ple procedure is conducted in 
the presence of ministers and 
leaders of the Dutch Territo¬ 
ries, which included Aruba's 
Prime Minister, Mike Em an. 

The absolute rule of the 
m on archy has obviously 
changed with the times As a 
Constitutional Monarchy, the 
role and position of the 
monarch are defined and lim¬ 
ited by the constitution of the 
Netherlands. 

A rather large portion of 
the Dutch constitution is de- 
v ot ed to tin, s F-oughly a tinr d 
describes the succession, 
m e chain sms cf accession an d 
abdication to the throne and 
the roles and responsibilities 
of the monarch, as well as the 
fa mi aliti es o f commmn cati a n 
between the States-General 
of the Netherlands and the 
monarch in the creation of 
laws 

The first paragraph of Ar¬ 
ticle 4 2 a f the constitution de¬ 
termines that the government 
of the Netherlands consists of 
the monarch and his minis¬ 
ters Hie monarch is, accord¬ 
ing to this article, not the 
head of government. Hie 
ministers are not answerable 
to the monarch within the 
government. Hiere is no dis¬ 
till etion, no dichotomy, no 
segregation or separation the 
monarch and Ins ministers 
are the government and the 
government is one. 

This has practical conse¬ 
quences, in that it. is not. pos¬ 
sible for the monarch and the 
ministers to be in disagree¬ 
ment. The government 
speaks with one voice and 
makes decisions as a united 
body.

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Surv ey of local labor market to 
take place November 20 to 30 


ORANJESTAD - The Minis¬ 
ter of Labor, Social Affairs 
and Youth in cooperation 
with the Directorate a f Labor 
and Re search (DAO) an¬ 
nounced that this year a sur¬ 
vey o f the Arub a Lab or Force 
will conducted through the 
end o i N □ vemh er Tin s 1 s the 
third time DAO will perform 
such a survey. 

Tliisyear, it will be held at 
800 randomly selected ad¬ 
dresses around Aruba from 
November 20, until Novem¬ 
ber 30, with an outflow week 
from December 1 to Decem¬ 
ber 6. 

The aim of the Labor 


Force Survey is to update and 
obtain the most complete 
possible picture of the local 
labor market. The AKQ col¬ 
lects information on workers, 
the unemployed and econom¬ 
ically inactive employees. On 
the basis of the information 
gathered, they will get a 
deeper analysis of the labor 
market. Tins will serve to up¬ 
grade and refine the market. 
Am important if not the main 
objective of the survey is to 
accurately measure and ana¬ 
lyze the unemployment rate. 
The data and trends observed 
in tins survey will provide a 
great deal of vital information 


to policy makers, administra¬ 
tors, researchers and entre¬ 
preneurs. 

The 8GQ addresses were 
randomly selected by com¬ 
puter based an the geograph¬ 
ical areas of Aruba. Each 
address embodies the same 
probability in the selection 
procedure 

The survey is carried out 
by 20 interviewers who, dur¬ 
ing the ten-day period of the 
survey will visit the selected 
addresses from S:0D am until 
8:0 □ pm. C erti fi e d intervi ew¬ 
ers will wear a red T - slnrt 
and identify themselves by 
means of a badge. All indi¬ 
viduals at the random loca¬ 
tions of 15 years and older 
will be interviewed. It takes 
about 10 minutes to complete 
the survey. 

If the interviewer does not 
find anyone at home, he I she 
will leave a re - visit card 
with a requested date and 
time. If the date and time 
does not suit, DAO kindly 
asks anyone who missed 
being surveyed to contact its 
offices or the mobile number 
on the card, to schedule an¬ 
other appointment. 

DAO asks the public to 
understand that the informa¬ 
tion gathered serves an im¬ 
portant purpose in 
understanding the current 
labor market. The anony¬ 
mous data will never he re¬ 
leased to third parties. The 
results will also be treated 
anonymously to b e published 
only as statistics in the first 
quarter of nest year

When the monarch acts in an executive capacity he does so 
as representative of the united government. And when the gov¬ 
ernment decides, the monarch is in agreement (even if the 
monarch personally disagrees). As an ultimate consequence of 
this, it is not possible for the monarch to refuse to sign into 
law a proposal of law that has been agreed to and signed by 
the responsible minister Such a disagreement between the 
monarch and his minister is a situation not covered by the con¬ 
stitution and is automatically a constitutional crisis. These are 
quite rare in the Netherlands and have, on occurrence, always 
led to collapse of the government {resignation of the minis¬ 
ters), parliamentary elections and eventually, possible abdica¬ 
tion of the monarch 

The second paragraph of article 42, basically renders the 
monarch powerless. It states that" the monarch is inviolate He 
is beyond any reproach, beyond the grasp of any prosecution 
(criminal or otherwise) for any acts committed or actions taken 
as monarch. If anything goes wrong, the minister responsible 
for the topic at hand is responsible far the failings of the 
monarch ' This sounds like it makes the monarch an absolute 
tyrant, but it is the oppo site. Since the ministers are resp onsi- 
ble, tliery also have the authority to make the decisions. The 
ministers set the course of the government and the country, 
make executive decisions and run the affairs of state. Since the 
government is one, the monarch abides by the decision of the 
ministers

Obama asks key senators 
for time on Iran sanctions 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Barack Obama 
asked key senators Tuesday 
for a delay m imposing new 
sanctions on Iran, but faced 
skepticism aver the terms of 
a proposed interim nuclear 
deal with the Islamic Repub¬ 
lic. 

Obama met the lawmakers 
at the White House on the eve 
af the next round of nuclear 
talks between the P5+1 pow¬ 
ers and Iran in Geneva, and 
as some senators mull adding 
to sanctions which halve al¬ 
ready crippled Iran's econ¬ 
omy. 

Obama told the top De- 
m a crats and Repub li c ans 
from the Senate Armed Serv¬ 
ices, Intelligence, Foreign 
Relations and Banking com¬ 
mittees that "new sanctions 
should not be enacted during 
th e curr ent n eg oti ati a ns," s ai d 


White House spokesman Jay 
Carney. 

But he said such measures 
"would be mo st effective as a 
robust response, should Iran 
not accept the F5+1 proposal, 
or should Iran fail to follow 
through on its commitments " 

The president himself said 
he was unsure if a interim 
deal was imminent in

Venezuela asks Twitter to block accounts 
posting dollar rate 


CARACAS (AFP) 
Venezuela an Tuesday asked 
Twitter to block the accounts 
of users who are pasting the 
unofficial dollar exchange 
rate — illegal in a country that 
has had strict currency con¬ 
trols since 2003. 

The state telecom regula¬ 
tor Collate! sent an "urgent" 
letter to Twitter headquarters 
in San Francisco, California 
asking them to "block the ac¬ 
counts and users of its web 
site which illegally listed cur¬ 
rency m Venezuela," the 
agency explained on its web 


site. 

According to Venezuelan 
law, it is illegal to publish the 
black market exchange rate, 
which is eight times higher 
than the official rate of S 3 
bolivars per dollar. Tire gov¬ 
ernment argues doing so en¬ 
courages speculation and 
accelerates inflation 

The agency wrote that 
publishing the black market 
rate for dollars on Twitter is 
"highly burdensome for the 
Venezuelan economy and po¬ 
tentially harm fill for the In¬ 
ternet service providers that 


do not black the content" 

The US company did not 
immediately respond to a re¬ 
quest for comment. 

Conatel's request seeks to 
block the 50 web sites closed 
November 9 by the govern¬ 
ment from taking to Twitter 
to circumvent the official rul¬ 
ing 

The sites, although illegal, 
had existed for several years 
and published the unofficial 
exchange rate — and if they 
were shut down, they would 
quickly reappear under dif¬ 
ferent names. 

The only official way to 
obtain dollars in Venezuela is 
through the so-called cur¬ 
rency management agency 
(Cadivi), winch sells them at

Since most rapes and 
sexual assaults are earned 
out by individuals known 
by the victim, survey re¬ 
spondents might shy away 
from disclosing their as¬ 
sault within earshot of 
family members, the panel 
said.

Healtli Minister Martin Plisek, 
adding that the license was al¬ 
located on Monday. 

Marijuana has been legal 
since Apnl in the Czech Re¬ 
public as a prescription-only 
drug to alleviate the pain of pa¬ 
tients suffering from cancer, 
Parkinsons disease, multiple 
sclerosis and other serious ill¬ 
nesses. 

Officials prefer to first import 
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tire drug, before the State Insti¬ 
tute for Drug Control starts is¬ 
suing licences to local growers 

The Czech Republic pro¬ 
vides some of the most liberal 
access to soft drugs in Europe: 
people holding up to 15 
grammes (Q 5 ounces) of mari¬ 
juana or growing up to five 
plants of cannabis risk just a 
small fine 

That often attracts smokers 
from other countries such as 
neighbouring Poland, where 
tougher laws apply. 

Medical marijuana is legal in 
several other European coun¬ 
tries, along with 21 US states 
and Israel 

But the new Czech law, 
winch does not allow health in¬ 
surance coverage for mari¬ 
juana, also comes with a stew 
of restrictions, including die re¬ 
quirement that users be listed 
on an electronic registry. 

Czech cannabis users num¬ 
bered around mne percent of 
die population of I D.5 million 
people last year, according to 
an annual repo it by the national 
drug monitor NMSDDZ re¬ 
leased Tuesday.

Rainbow Foundation project, 
financed by die Dutch state and 
donations. “The aim is to keep 
them occupied, to get them 
doing something so they no 
longer cause trouble at the 
park," she told AFP 

The alcoholics are split into 
two groups of around 10 peo¬ 
ple, with each group working 
three days a week. 

The imaginative approach 
to the problem of anti-social 
behaviour demonstrates typical 
Dutch pragmatism winch could 
be found shocking in other 
countries, but not here. 

Hie day begins at around 
9 00 am, with tiie workers 
drinking two beers and some 
coffee, if desired, before going 
to clean the streets. 

Sat at a large table, Gone 
carefully notes each person's 
beer consumption, but there is 


an atmosphere of trust if she 
gets called away, the alcoholics 
themselves record how much 
they have drunk 

"I think I can speak for the 
group and say that if they didn't 
give us beers then we wouldn't 
come," said Frank, wearing a 
fluorescent street cleaner's bib 
and cariymg a bin bag and lit¬ 
ter-grabber. 

"We need alcohol to func¬ 
tion, that's the disadvantage of 
chronic alcoholism," said the 
45-year-oId, somewhat fatalis¬ 
tically. 

Frank says he has been 
jailed for violence, has never 
worked for anyone and has nD 
fixed abode 

For lunch, the team returns 
to the shed where they get two 
beers and a warm meal, before 
heading off again for the after¬ 
noon slu ft. 

The working day ends with 
a final beer at around 3:30 pm 

"You have to see tilings like 
tins: everyone benefits," said 
Genie. “They're no longer in 
the park, they drink less, they 
eat better and they have some- 
tiling to keep them busy during 
the day." 

"Heroin addicts can go to 
shooting galleries, so why 
shouldn't we also give people 
beer?" she said
